The Bates house is the oldest of the lead- 
ing hotels in Indianapolis, and from 1850 
until after the war it was the principal 
hostelry of Indiana’s capital. It has interest- 
ing historical associations as the political 
headquarters of one or the other of the two 
leading parties in nearly every campaign, 
and it was made famous in the last campaign 
as the stopping place of many of the dis- 
tinguished men who came to Indianapolis to 
call upon President Harrison. It was a 
place of great importance in war days, as it 
was Gov. Morton’s place of residence during 
that period, and many historic conferences 
were held within its walls. It has enter- 
tained as guests Grant, Greeley, Hayes, 
Conkling, Blaine, and nearly all of the great 
statesm ot the last twenty-five vears. 
Matthew Arnold said of it that he regarded 
it as the most perfect hotel in all respects in 
America. 


THREE IOWA TOWNS SWEPT BY FIRE.

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Great Damage Done in Chever Lake, Es- 
therville, Swan Lake, and Vicinity. 

EsTHERVILLE, Ia., Oct. 7.—[Special.]—Fire 
broke out at-Chever Lake, four miles south 
of here, last night. The ground was so dry 
that the clouds of dust, ashes, and smoke 
made it next to impossible to check the prog- 
ress of the bluze. At Estherville men, wom- 
en, and children turned out to save the town. 
By hard work the course of the fire was 
averted, though a few residences on the out- 
skirts were burned. Many farm residences 
were destroyed. Thousands of doliars’ worth 
of hay ana grain were consumed and many 
families rendered homeless. Swan Lake was 
partly burned, and ‘additional losses are be- 
ing hourly reported. 

Sr. Croup, Minn., Oct. 7.—The timber and 
prairie tires which have been raging west of 
the city for some time are now within two 
miles of the city lmits, and unless rain 
comes soon; there is danger of a large confla- 
gration. day yesterday a large force of 
men was kept busy fighting the flames on 
the Schmidt farm, two miles from here, and 


this afternoon the railroad company sent out 


reinforcements. One family has already 
been driven out and others are preparing to 
follow if the fire continues to move. Con- 
siderable timber has already been destroyed, 


together with a large amount of hay. 


A PITTSBURG MILL DESTROYED, 


Oliver Bros.’ Concern Burned—Loss Eighty 
Thousand Dollars.

BLOODLESS CONQUEST OF THE CAPI- 


TAL BY THE TEMPLARS. 


Washington Falls Before the Conquerors 
Without a Single Blow—Arrival of the 
Illinois and Other Western Delegations 
—A Reception by the President—Pull- 
ing for the World’s Fair—Michigan Men 
After Prizes—The City Agiow with Dec- 
orations in Honor of the Visitors. 

- "Wasninoton, D. C., Oct. 7.—[Special.]— 

Once there was a city destroyed by silence 

and tonight there is a city conquered by 

splendor. Washington has capitulated with- 
outstriking a blow to the Knights Templar. 

Citadel and outpost have fallen before the 

advancing host and now only the marble 

capitol and barricaded white house stand 
inviolable. Tomorrow the conquerors have 
planned an attack on em and by midnight 
they, too, will have fallen. The warfare be- 
gan guerrilla fashion Saturday and u few 

scattering commands were received into a 

hospitable city. Sunday the gates were 

open, for none could be enemies that day. 

Too late the doomed city learned the strata- 

gem and today with an enemy quartered 

within and an enemy advancing from without 
there could be nothing but a bloodless sur- 
render. 

The Knights of the Temple hold every ave- 
nue, every approach. They march through 
the streets with biaring trumpets, with 
plumes waving, breasts glittering with mys- 
tic emblems, and banners of strange device. 
Instead of being met on all sides by the sul- 
len, scowling faces of a conquered people 
they are greeted by men of cheerful mien, 
women with shining eyes, and pickaninnies 
who dance to the joyous music. Not a wan, 
joyless multitude, such as met Richard the 
Lion Hearted’s troops when he entered Acre, 
but a healthy, happy race who care going to 
empty the pockets of the conquerors: 

A strange conquest—no siege, no flag of 
truce, no bloody warfare. It has no parallel. 
Historjans can trace its cause to the attitude 
of the hotelkeepers of the ilifated capital. 
They conspired together to admit, nay, even 
invite, the Templars to take the citadel, and 
with one accord they received and quartered 
them. It will be written that four, and 
many times six, and often eight, stalwart 
cot upon 
which to lay their proud lhmbs. No 
provision was made for the giants 
of the west, as the small men of the east 
knew not the stature of Llinois, and Cal- 
itornia’s braves, and when they marched in 
this morning the keepers of these inns ran 
in great fear and arranged their five foot 
cots near windows so that the stalwarts need 
not be cramped. There is an outiook for a 
conflict tomorrow morning between the no- 
ble Knights and their hosts, who have be- 
trayed them as well as the capital city. 

THE PRESIDENT’S RECEPTION. 

The ruler of the nation, Benjamin Harri- 
son, has remaied all day in his castle dictat- 
ing the terms of surrender and demanding, 
that, as a ruler ofa great power, he should 
be allowed Wednesday night to receive the 
conquerors—not as a defeated, but as a still 
sovereign power. His demand has been 
granted, and from 8:30 till 10 that night the 
Knights Templar and their ladies wil! pass 
through the suite of parlors of the white 
house, shaking hands with a chief who is 
great even in his fall and bowing to his 
gracious wife and the ladies of the cabinet. 

The chief magistrate has adopted the wily 
tactics of Saladin wits King Richard, and he 
has been affable, fyil..of icqurtesy, so that 
none could tell from his manner that he was 
u vanquished ruier. Pursuing this plan he 
this morning received 200 soldiers from the 
distant land of Maine. They had been at 
Gettysburg dedicating a monument to Maine 
soldiers when they heard of the templars’ 
advance on the capitol and marched at once 
to the succor of the President. They were 
presented by Gov. Burleigh. Many knights 
crowded into the east room to see that their 
conquered chief should not be carried off by 
the men of Maine. 

The President pretended ignorance of their 
errand, and allayed the suspicions of the 
templars by shaking them ail cordially by 
the hand. To further disarm suspicion the 
modern Saladin has agreed to stand tomor- 
row at noontide with head bared to receive 
the salute of the 20,000 knights as they pass 
the reviewing stand infront of the white 
house. By such tacticsit is thought Presi- 
dent Harrison will rid the city of its captors 
by Saturday night. Some few may remain 
until next week, but they will be peaceable, 
and their only object will be to get out of the 
city as soon as they can trace up their trunks 
and secure transportation? 


Some of the host are already known by the | 


banners they hang from their hostelries. 
The Chevalier Bayard cf Chicago bas a 
black and white banner from the corner of 
the Riggs house. The divers flags of Iili- 
nois knights wave from every window of the 
Willard hotel.

“It was not eventful,” said Sir 
Knight Smith. ‘‘We left Chicago three 
hours late, made up an ‘hour on the way, and 
got into Washington sometime before day- 
light this morning. We had a right sociable 
time all the way down.“

Right Eminent Sir Norman T. Gassette 

added that they brought along 1,000 swords, 
which will gleam in the parade tomorrow, 
and about 200 ladies, who, from points of 
vantage along the route, will smile on the 
Illinoisans and nerve them to outshine the 
other commanderies.

CANADIAN QUARANTINE DISREGARDED. 


Charges of That Sort Brought Against 
Montana Ranchmen. 

Orrawa, Ont., Oct. 7.—[Special.]—Some of 
the Montana ranchmen appear to utterly dis- 
regard Canadian law, and if they do not 
mend their ways tne Canadian government 
may deal summarily with them. Collector 
Allen of Fort McLeod reports that he has 
seized a herd of cattle numbering 825 and 
valued at over $8,000, belonging to J. H. 
Conrad & Co., whose postoffice address is 
Maple Creek, Alta, on the ground that the 
animals had been smuggled into Canada. 
This is the third time that this firm has had 
trouble with the customs, and although the 
collector has still to furnish full proof that 
the smuggling did take place there would 
appear to be good grounds for making the 
seizure. Information given by parties in 
Montana shows that the herd was driven to 
Milk river and thence conveyed surreptitiéus- 
I across the international boundary. The 
importance of the seizure is enhanced by the 
fact of the seemingly total disregard of the 
Canadian quarantine regulations.

The special order for the evening was the 
ordinance giving the West Division Railway 
company .the right to lay tracks on Taylor 
street from Western to Fiftn avenues. Ald. 
Campbell brought it up and moved that it be 
considered section by section. 

Ald. Harris objected. The ordinance was 
faulty. The streetcar company should be 
compelled to constructa bridge at Taylor 
street with the apvroaches. He moved that 
the ordinance be recommitted. Ald. Madden 
seconded the motion. The Union Passenger 
company, which had acquired the right of 
Way on the street, offered a four-cent fare 
and a bridge. Ald. Kent corroborated Ald. 
Madden. He said a minority of the committee 
on streets and alleys west was opposed to 
the ordinance. Ald. Powers said Cullerton 
supported the ordinance. People of their 
wards wanted cars on the street. 
The company did not want the use of the 
street to any great extent. There were dele- 
gations present urging the adoption ot the 
ordinance. The ordinance was recommitted 
after a wrangle between Ald. Kent and the 
mayor about a point of order in which Kent 
lost his temper and the mayor kept calm. 

The aldermen from the new wards voted 
solidiy for recommitment, which was carried 
by 45 to 16. 

INTEREST ON CITY MONEY. 

Much to the surprise of the council the 
bond of the banks designated as city depos- 
itories was not presented last evening, and 
Mr. Roesing will draw another week’s inter- 
est. The controller has not been able to get 
the signatures of three of the bankers on 
the city treasurer’s bond on the new bond. 
Hence the deiay. Aid. Whelan took advan- 
tage of it to introduce resolutions directing 
the corporation counsel to commence pro- 
ceedings against tne ex-city treasurers of the 


last ten years for the revovery of back 


interest on the city funds. The resolutions 
were preceded by a fulsome preamble setting 
forth that Mr. Roesing was the only treas- 
urer who complied with the law in making a 
full report.

In the same connection Commissioner 
Purdy sent a reply to the order of Ald. 
Cullerton in reference to the occupancy 
of the lake front The Exposition com- 
pany, he said, has eccupied the property 
on sufferance since 1884 at a rental of $500 
per annum. The Baltimore & Ohio company 
laid tracks under order from Commissioner 
Swift and for the public convenience, subject 
to the order for their removal by the coun- 
cil The battery and cavalry buildings can 
de removed on the order of the commissioner 
of public works. Ald. Cullerton was not sat- 
ified with the report. No answer was re- 
turned to the questions as to the occupation 
of a portion of the lake front by the Adams, 
United States, and American express com- 
panies. The report Was placed on file. Aid. 
Dunham introduced an order for a change in 
the harbor rules. This, too, was referred to 


the committee on harbors and bridges. 


Aid. Weber made an earnest appeal for the 
consideration of the ordinance making the 
streetcar fare for any two points within the 


present city limits ‘five cents. Ald. Harris 


and Ald. Cullerton Were obstructors. Ald. 
Ernst seconded the appeal of Ald. Weber, 
and Ald. McGillen also spoke in its favor. 
The corporauon counsel decided that an 
ordinance such as was proposed would be 
legal and proper. Still the obstruction was 
kept up, and Aid. Weber, who spoke briefly 
but entirely to the point, moved that the 
ordinance and the corporation counsel’s 
opinion be published and that the subject be 
made a special order for two weeks. This 
was agreed to. Weber's colleague, Ald. 
Haynes, renewed his order requesting the 
commissioner of public works to direct the 
railroad companies to place watchmen at 
the principal railway crossings in his ward. 
He said that the last order he had intro- 
duced on this subject had not been attendea 
to, and last Sunday night a woman was 
killed atone ot the crossings in his ward. 
The death was directly attributaple to the 
greed or carelessness of the railroad com- 
panies, The order was passed, and Ald. 
Haynes expressed the hope that it would be 
immediately attended to. The watchmen 
ought to be placed at the crossing night and 
day, he said. 

Ald. Gahan, another new alderman, pre- 
sented an order authorizing the mayor and 
controller to confer with the Pittsburg & 
Fort Wayne railroad company, t2e Wabash 
railroad company, and the Western Indiana 
company, to arrange for the construction of 
a viaduct across the tracks at the Forty- 
third street crossing.

EDWARD LEECH DIRECTOR OF THE MINT. 


Promotion of One Who Has Filled Many 
Positions of Trust-—Washington Gossip. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 7.—[Special.]— 


One commission was signed by the President 


today—that of Edward O. Leech of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, to be director of the mint. 
This is a deserved tribute to a popular official 
who has gone through grade from that of 
tirst clerk at $1,200 per unnum up to the posi- 
tion of head of the bureau at $4,500 per au- 
num, 0 ö 

Mr. Leech was oorn in this city in Decem- 
ber, 1850, and his family and himself are 
wellknown citizens of tne capital, where 
they have spent their lives. He graduated 
from Columbia college in 1870, and was for 
several years prominently identifiea with the 
Olympie and the National Basebali clubs as 
pitcher. In 1873, when the mint bureau was 
established, he was appointed to a clerkship 
in that branch of the public service and has 
served vontinuousiv up to the present. 

For severai years he has been computer of 
bullion at a salary of $2,500 per annum, and 
his duties have required him to traverse the 
continent thirteen times. 

The new director of the mint controls ten 
large distributing points, four of them being 
tne location of United States mints and the 
remainder are assay offices.

Van Gelder had bought freely of the spark- 
ling stones on credit recently, 
and many well kown dealers in diamonds 
were at his office anxious either to see him 
or some of the diamonds they had sold him. 
Three creditors obtained attachments against 
the firm from Judge Dugro in the supreme 
court aggregating $11,965. The largest was 
in favor of Marks J: Lasar for $9,500, the 
ground for this attachment being fraudulent 
disposal of property. When tre sheriff made 
the levy nothing of value could be found. 
Emil, it was said, had not been to the office 
since Friday. Creditors who were present 
said he had bought $20,000 worth of diamonds 
on credit since Sept. 30. About a week 
ago he showed about $26,000 worth toone of 
his creditors and said he held $40,000 alto- 
gether. What has become of them the cred- 
itors were anxious to find out. Henry C. 
Van Gelder, the father of Emil, hves in Am- 
sterdam, Hoiland, where he is said to be 
worth $100,000.

Stock Cleverly Unloaded, 
PITTsBuRG, Pa., 
hearing was had before Judge Over in the 
Orphans’ court today in the case of the ex 
ceptions of the heirs of B. L. Fahne- 
stock to the amount of commission claimed 
by B. 8. Fahnestock, executor of the 
will, The commission claimed is 5 per cent, 
amounting to about $30,000.

Watchman George Gieim and after an exchange 
of several shots made their escape.

Suddenly he heard his dog give a warning 
bark, Then the terrier set up a furious yelping 
and Gleim rusbed tor the stairway, revolver in 
kand. Hereached the second floor and the ter- 
rier Was at the foot of the next flight of stairs, 
bristling with excitement. Gleim saw that tne 
gas had been turned out on the floor above, and 
as he stepped over the dog and started up he 
2 & savage curse and then a skurrymg of 

et. 

On the third floor it was intensely dark. Gleim 
hesitated but a moment. and then reached care- 
fully for the gasburner on the wall, turred the 
cock, suddenly struck a match, and lighted it. 

The light blinded his eyes for u moment, Mit 
sight came to him — enough to take 
aim at the second of the two burglars tumbling 
thruugh the window. Gleim emptied his revol- 
ver at them out ot the window, but the darkness 
made his aim uncertain, and when he got a shot 
in return he retreated from the window. 

A minute later half a dozen more shots were 
heard in the aliey and then a shrill whistle. The 
watchman thinks some belated citizen heard his 
shots, and, seeing the thieves, ran into the alley, 
gave battle, and got a volley in return. 

The watchman found that the iron shutters had 
been skillfuliy opened from without by drilling 
a hole near the middle and then releasing the in- 
side iron bar which held, them. 

The Blauer Watch Case company carries a 
stock of gold and silver watch cases valued at 
from $15,000 to $20,000, besides quantities of gold 
and silver bullion.

IN FAVOR OF THE WEST SIDE L.“ 


The Rapid Transit Company Secures a Vic- 
tory in the Council! Committee Meeting. 
The West Chicago Rapid Transit company won 

first blood in the council committee on streets 

and alleys west yesterday, and for the first time 
during the many months that the ordinance ‘has 
been under consideration succeeded in placing 
the members of the committee on record as to 
their positions, 

Two weeks ago the council, by almost unani- 
mous vote, ordered the committee to at once re- 


port back the ordinance, but the committee has 


not shown any desire to obey the order. ‘Then 
Ald. Harris, im order to delay the ordinance, pre- 
sented in the council a resolution that the peti- 
tions for revocations of signatures be recognized. 
If this prevaiied it would knock out the L. 
road ordinance, The council referred it to the 
committee having the ordinance in charge. 

When the committee met yesterday Col. Perce 
for the opposition declared that, counting all revo- 
cations, the company had only 5,113 feet out of 
29,073. Mr. Sherwood for the L road said the 
revocations were secured through fraud, but 
were of no value, as the corporation counsel had 
given an opinion that they could not be consid- 
ered. “‘We have the opinion of five of the best 
lawyers in Chicago that our petition is legal. Do 
you think that we would want to build the road 
if we thought it was not legal? We will build 
our own bridge over the river. We will — the 
streets with electricity and make them auti- 
ful. The money is ready to go ahead and build 
the road as n as we get our franchise.“ 

Mr. Perce rephed that the company was bound 
to show that the council has the right to pass the 
ordinance. 

J. C. Beeks read a report from Supt. Jones of 
the special assessment department showing 
that, leaving out the revocations, the company 
had a majority of the right of way. Ald. Harris 
was questioning the mght of the company to oc- 
cupy Ogden boulevard. Mr. Beeks said , had 


changed its route to avoid the boulevard. 


Ald. Harris moved that his resolution providing 
for the recognition of the revocauons be reported 
to the council with the recommendation that it 
be adopted. This was lost, as follows:

Ald. Campbell, being chairman, did not vote, 
and Ald.

late the committee made the ordinance a 
special order for its next meeting. 

An answer was filed in tne United States cir- 
cuit court yesterday by the Lake Street Ele- 
vated railway company to the complaint of 
Charles W. Dairymple, 4 propertyowner at 
Lake and Sangamon streets. r. Dairymple 
sought to have the ordinance passed by the city 
council Dec. 28, 1888, giving the Lake street road 
its franehise, declared void on the charges that 
u majority of the propertyowners did not. sign 
the petition, that some of the propertyowners 
revoked their consent, and that other names 
were forged. Mr. Dalrympic urged as a still 
further objection to L' roads that they cre- 
ated smoke aud were a nuisance. In its answer 


the company denied the charges made against it, 


especially that it forged the names of property- 
owners. The answer also claims that Dalrym- 

les bill does not set out all the 

rontage titions that were presented to the 
council.

Daube subsequently withdrew his re- 
vocation. It is denied also that the name of 
Parnell Munson was forged, or that L. Schraidel

PROGRESS OF THE CABLE LINE. 


Unexplained Delay in the -Construction of 
the Crossings and Turns. 1. 

The west side cable road is progressing—that 
is, work is being done on it at the east end of the 
Washington street tunnel. Beyond that ndth- 
ing is apparently being done except the paving 
at Madison street and Western avenue, where 
the crossing has already been made. From 
there to Fortieth street allis completed except 
the crossing of the railroad tracks near Camp- 
bell avenue, where work has not yet been com- 
menced, although there is no apparent reason 
for the delay. From Western avenue east to 
Halsted street it is clear sailing, the crossing at 
Ogden avenue being already completed. At 
Sangamon street a turn is being made, but it is 
for horsecar tracks only and can hardly be 
charged up to the cabie road construction, ai- 
though it somewhat obstructs the street. 

No crossing has yet been made at Halsted 
street, and it is going to be a mean crossing to 
make when the time comes. The turn at Jeffer- 
son street has not been made, but the conduit is 
laid along that street to within perhaps an 
eigbth of a block of Washington. On the north- 
west corner of Washington and Jefferson work 
is progressing on the power house, but nothing 
is being done to complete the turn. The conduit 
begins again about half a block east of Jefferson 
on Washington, and continues to the west en- 
trance of the tunnel, where it stops. Men are 
working in the cofferdam on the east side, and 
others are laying the conduit down the esst 2 
proach to the tunnel, but this is about the only 
place on the line where any considerable work 
is apparently being done. 

At Fifth avenue one track turns toward Mad- 
ison street to make the loop. while the other 
goes east on Washington. The curve on the 
former has not been made, nor has the crossing 
on the latter. The curve from Fifth avenue on to 
Madison is also unfinished, and nothing has been 
done toward making the crossings on either 
Madison or Washington, at La Salle, Clark, or 
Dearborn street. Noris the curve on to State 
from either street begun. 

In short, the south side | is completed ex- 
ceptin its most important features—the cross- 
ings—and from the inactivity displayed there 
and on West Madison street it looks as though 
the intention Was net to attempt to complete 
them until after the tunnel was finished. Bvt to 
an unprejudiced observer it looks as though it 
were easier to do it now than after the ground is 
frozen. It would do no harm to have the cross- 
=e and curves completed before the tunnel is 

One. 

The injunction secured by John K. Russell re- 
straining the West Chicago Street railroad com- 
pany from laying cable tracks over the Des- 

laines street viaduct was dissolved by Judge 
llins by consent. Russell and the railroad 
have agreed to submit the controversy to arbi- 
tration to decide how much Mr. Yerkes shall 
pay for the damages done Russell's property by 
the raising of the grade of Despiaines street. 


REASONS FOR THE BOUNDARIES. 


The “‘News” Comes Round to “The Trib. 
une’sa”’ Position on the Drainage District. 
Newa, Oct. 7: “Now that the ‘ objectors’ 

have had their day in court and have been all 
heard from, it is fitting and proper to summarize 
the reasons for the bounduries of the * sanitary 
district’ offered by the general committee as a 
sufficient answer to these dissentients. To this 
end it is necessary to revert to.a few funda- 
mental principles: (1) The prime object of the 
sanitary district is to care for the needs of the 
populous center which comprises over 90 per 
cent of the population of the proposed area, 
(2) Al the territory is included which 
can be served by the set of channels re- 
quired for a populous center. (3) This territory 
is bounded by the high ground or ridge which in- 
closes or defines the Chicago basin. (4) As much 
of the basin to the north is included as the law 
permits or as Will not add to the cost. The ad- 
jacent lake shore is included as a matter of pub- 
lic policy. (©) The Calumet region is excluded 
for the reason that it belongs in & different basin, 
is a separate and distinct probiem, only remotely 
connected with this populous center and in no 
way identified with its solution. It also involves 
an interstate problem. This being a distinct 
problem, it can wait until the occasion for its 
solution arises. (6) To enter this basin ulti- 
mately entails as large a problem as our own, 
and weighs down this people for a development 
not actual but prospective and speculative, the 
cost of which cannot now be foreseen. (7) The 
whole boundary is strictly based on the idea of 
busin drainage, giving the only defensible lines. 
To go beyond is to enter upon new problems not 
pertaining to this populous center and for which 
there is no occasion. (8) The people demand 
that not one mile of territory be included that 
will add to their burden until this central prob- 
lem is solved. The financiering of this central 
problem will tax all our resources. ’ 

If this basin were surrounded by a ridge from 
300 to 1,000 feet high in place of one from twenty 
to sixty, the people could see those boundaries 
themselves. It would not be necessary to get 
engineers to locate them, as the point beyond 
which water could not be madeto run this way 
would be known to every schoolboy. As it 1s. 
the 
bounds the limits of sewer systems which wilh 
come this way in the future. This line bas no 
more relation to the city limits than the bound- 
ary of the state of Maine. To attempt to put 
the Calumet in this drainage daistrict is to do 
violence to the creator of our Aopographical 
situation. 

“I{there is any disposition anywhere to depart 
from these fundamental principles the people 
will demand the clearest reasons. If it 9g pro- 
posed to wrench a piece out of another basin 
they will want to know the reason why, and 
their inquiry will be more potent toe longer they 
consſder it. If the reasoas are insufficient they 
will ¢onclude that there 
than bad sanitation and postpone the matter for 
another four years. 

“ There are rumors that the boundimg lines 
are to be shifted to the rim ofa political drain- 
age basfu. If this prove true that basin will 
contain the soup into which something or some 
body will drop.’

Is HE GETTING TOO MUCH MONEY? 


Mr. Onderdonk’s Tunnel Contract —Alder- 
men Exchange Compliments. 

Mayor Cregier is inquiring into the new tunnel 
contract. The agreement with Mr. Onderdonk 
provided for an eight-foot tunnel, with a provi- 
sion that it could be changed by the mayor in 
case of an emergency. The vricefor the eight- 
foot tunnel was $28 a foot. An emergency arose 
shortly after work was commenced. Mr. Onder- 
donk entered a bed of quicksand, which prevent- 
ed the building of an eight-foot tunnel. Mr. 


Roche then arranged for two six-foot tunnels 


und increased the price to $36 a foot. It was be- 
lieved that the double tunnel would be merged 
into the single tunnel as soon as the quick- 
sand was passed. But such seems not to have 
been the case, for Mr. Onderdonk is still makin 

the double tunnel. An engineer has reporte 

that it is so much easier to make two tunnels 
than one, on account of lessening the liability of 
cave-ins, that any contractor would prefer to do 
so. It this is true Mr. Onderdonk is receiving 88 
a foot more thau he should. The mayor has re- 
ferred the question to Corporation Counsel Hutch- 


inson, with a request that be look into the liabil- . 


ity of the city to pay for the two tunnels beyond 
the bed of quicksand. 

When Ald. Landon, before the committee of 
streets and alleys west, called up a repealing 
ordinance annulling the ordinance for opening 
the alley from Falls street to California avenue, 
between Park avenve and West Lake street, 
Chairman Campbell said it shouid be laid over a 
week in order that a petition against the repeal 
could be secured. Ald, Landon attacked the 
chairman, who, he said, had property out that 
Way and Was attempting to use his official — 
tion to further his own interests.

The board of county commissioners considered 
the petition from a number ot citizens from 
Cicero, asking to be annexed to the town of West 
Chicago, and which was favorably reported by 
the public service committee. The board ordered 
that the question be voted on by the citizens of 
both places at the coming election.

rovements: Palatine, $1,666; Proviso, %3,000; 

hornton, $2,500. 

After the board had adjourned the public serv- 
ice. committee rejected a bill for $61 from Dr.

INJURY EXisTS ONLY IN EXOESS. 


A German View of the Sunday Question— 
Liberality Versace Bigotry. | 

The Freie Presse of this city has always been 
an advocate of a quiet, orderly Sunday and of 
high license. Therefore an article in last Sun- 
day's edition of that paper on the Sunday saloon 
closing question may be taken as representing 
the views of moderate Germans on that subject. 
Its points are as follows: 

“ Joyless views of life and intolerance of the 
opinions of others are not Christiike. The 
Savior taught men to rejoice with those who re- 
joiced, and at the wedding feast at Cana wben 
the supply of wine gave out he performed the 
miracle of turning water into excellent wine. 
That wine which he thus made was not unfer- 
mented, as has been sometimes claimed. but fer- 
mented and possessed intoxicating qualities. So 
it appears that Christ did not consider the use of 
1 drink a sin when imbibed in moder- 
ation, 

“It is admitted that the immoderate use of 
spirituous drinks is a great evil which should be 
combateda by teaching persons to be temperate 
in their use. But excess in eating and extrava- 
gance in clothing, etc., if they bring ruin on a 
person, are as blameworthy as excessive drink- 
ing. Tea, meat, and fish, satin, silk, and dia- 
monds are injurious in excess, and therefore it 
would be as proper to forbid their use as that of 
liquor. But the Germans see no objection to the 
moderate enjoyment of all the gifts of their 
maker, especially when their manufacture and 
sale give a living to millions. 

It is a violation of the precept ‘love thy 
neighbor as thyself’ to dictate to him what he 
shall eat or drink, and how or where he shall 
pass his Sunday. The attempt of certain min- 
istets to force their narrow views of life on 
others by law is unchristian, tyrannical, and to 
be resisted. It is also foolish and risky. The 
city election of 1873, when Ald. Bond ran for 

for against Colvin, showed that a vast major- 
ity of those in this city were opposed to Sun- 
day sumptuary laws. There is ro reason to 
believe they have changed. What modifi- 
cation has taken place has been in the di- 
rection of more liberal views. The increased at- 
tendance at Sunday concerts and German gar- 
dens shows that. Were a vote taken now on the 
question the result would not differ from that 
of 18783; but the demagogues of both parties 
would utilize the opportunity to force themselves 
to the front, and the debauchery and corruption 
whichtsignalized the people's party’ of 1873-74 
would be repeated. 

It may be asked whether there are not many 
who would prefer a puritenical Sunday 20 u 
thievish city government. reply made is, 
that there are many thousands of good citizens 
who would rather be robbed for a time than 
allow ministers to force 1 Sunday laws 
on the city. A revival of the controversy of 1873 
would inevitably, like it, create much bitterness 
and bring into power dishonest city and county 
governments. Had we not better let well 
enough alone!“ * 


AND NOW A BAKB WIRE TRUST, 


Manufacturers of the Article Holding Se- 
cret Meeting< at the Leland. 

The attempt, it is believed, is being made to 
form a barb wife trust.

MISSOURI'S ANTI-TRUST LAW. 

At the last session of the Missouri legisia- 
ture aa act was adopted to suppress trusts 
‘| and other combinations in trade and un- 
usually vigorous measures provided for its 
enforcement. Instead merely of making 
trust combinations offenses and leaving the 
courts to proceed against them, and execute 
the law in the ordinary manner the leégisia- 
ture instructed the Secretary of State to 
require every corporation in the state to 
answer under oath whether it was a party 
to any trust agreement or not. The Secre- 
tary of State has accordingly propounded 
this inquiry ana called for affidavits from 
7,500 corporations, about 5,000 of which were 
organized under the laws of Missouri. Under 
his instructions from the legislature the 
Secretary of State must immediately revoke 
the charter of any corporation which refuses 
to make oath as required. Any ' corporation 
which replies that itis a party to a trust 
agreement will be allowed thirty days to re- 
tire from such combination, and if it fails to 
do so within that time will lose it charter. 
The Secretarv of State says in his communi- 
cation addtessed to all corporations doing 
business in Missouri: 


Refusal to make oath in answer to this inquiry 
will work immediate revocation of your charter, 
in case your association is incorporated under 
the laws of this state, and, in the event your as- 
sociation is incorporated or organized under the 
laws of any other state or country, refusal to 
make oath will subject you to prosecution under 
the provisions of Sec. 3 of said act.

“any partuership or individual,” is to be in- 
terpreted strictly it would make an ordinary 
business partnership a penal offense. If two 
merchants or manufacturers who had been 
engaged in competition should determine to 
unite their business interests in a partner- 
ship with a view to get better "prices they 
would be considered guilty of “conspiracy to 
defraud,” and could be fined from 1 to 20 per 
cent ot the money invested and sent to jmil. 
Trade agreements which have any tendency 
to maintain prices or regulate supply and de- 
mand are criminal offenses under the Mis- 
sourilaw. The act applies in terms as strict- 
ly to two individuals who unite in a common 
business partnership as to corporations or- 
ganizing a trust. Can such a law be en- 
forced? Will not its execuyon do vastly 
more harm than good! Laws against trusts 
are needed and should be had, but there is 
no call for reckless, indiscriminate legisla- 
tion like that of the Missouri act It looks 
as though trast agents hada hand in fram- 
ing the Missouri act and purposely made it 
extreme and unjust so that the courts would 
annul it or it would become odious to the 
people as soon as its enforcement should be 
attempted. 2 


THE COMPLIMENT TO un. BLAINE. 

The report that there was a disagreement 
in the three Americas congress as to the 
election of Mr. Biaine as presiding of- 
ficer, when sifted down to the truth of 
the matter, only adds to the high 
compliment paid the Secretary of State. 
It seems that two or three delegates froin 
South America expressed doubts as to the 
technical propriety of selecting as presiding 
officer any one not a member of the congress, 
but they nevertheless voted with the others 
for Mr. Blaine, who was notadelegate and 
had no other official duty to perform than to 
extend a welcome on behalf of the United 
States. Ordinarily the presiding officer of a 
deliberative body must be a member thereof, 
not an outsider. In case of a tié he gives the 
casting vote. Of course there is no reason 
to anticipate any such occurrence in the 
three Americas congress, but if it should 
happen the action of the body would be de- 
termined by the vote of an outsider not an 
accredited delegate from any country. 
Doubtiess under such circumstances Mr. 
Blaine would decline to vote. His peculiar 
position in this respect is of interest, how- 
ever, only as showing how the delegates 
strained a poiat and waived a formal objec- 
tion in order to pay a distinguished compli- 
ment-to Mr. Blaine. No other man not a 
delegate to the congress would have been 
thought of as its presiding officer. The ob- 
jection which was waived as to him would 
have deen fatal to the candidacy of any 
other outsider. 

The personal triumph which came to Mr. 
Blaine in the achievement of his long cher- 
ished plan for a congress of American 
nations was of such a character as few pub- 
lic men ever gain.

THE ANCIENT OAPITAL OF ITALY. 

A weakiy sheet called the Catholic Home 
takes Tun Trisune to task for speaking of 
Rome as Italy's ancient capital,” and says 
it was never such until “the robber King 
was enthroned in the papal palace of the 
quirinal.“ It is not probabie that the Catholic 
Home and Tun Cuicaco Txrisuns will ever 
agree upon the right of the people of Italy to 
occupy their own capital and manage their 
political affairs for themselves; ‘but all the 
same the Catholic Home makes its objection to 
Tun Trisune’s characterizauon of Rome as 
the ancient capital upon a miserable quibble. 
If power, influence, wealth, domination, po- 
litical ascendency, and government can con- 
stitute any city a capital then Rome was the 
ancient capital of Italy for sight or nine 
centuries. 

From the time that Romulus originally 
made his settlement on the Palatine hill 
Rome was the capital. He began the work 
of annexation and dominauon, and at the 
end of the reign of Servius Tullius Rome was 
the wailed and seven hilled city, destined to 
rule all Italy. The latter ruler united the 
Latin and non-Latin elements, and Rome be- 
gan her irresistible extension along the Tiber 
towards the sea. The Etruscan supremacy 


ing her into contact with the Greeks. The 
first republic successfully resisted the tides 
of invasion and began the conquest of all 
Italy, and after the Latin and Samnite wars 
extended the authority of Rome over central 
and southern Italy and made her the undis- 
puted mistress and capital of the country. 
The history of the Punic and Macedonian 
wars is but a history of conquest east and 
west, Sresulting in the establishment of alli- 
ances and protectorates and the setting up 
of colonies which made Rome not alone the 
capital of ancient Italy but ot the whole ciy 
ilized world at that time. That period existed 
through hundreds of years, until the revolu- 
tion broke out and the task of governing 
was too onerous for the republican constitu- 
tion. Still the ancient capital gained in 
strength through the Cesarian rule down to 
the time of Augustus and the Italian prov- 
inces were simply the estates of Rome. Then 
began barbaric invasions, and at the close of 
the third century Rome’s power was weak- 
ened and she gradually ceased to be the cen- 
ter of imperiai authority. In tue fourth 
century Goths and Visigoths, Alaric and 
Attila, had established themselves on Ro- 
man soil, and at last Odoacer, a*barbarian 
King, ruled Rome. In 535 it was subject to 
Constantine and a Greek patrician ruled. 
Then came the Lombard invasion and the 
conquest of a large part of Italy, but Rome 
and the maritime cities managed to retain 


t-taeir independence. 


Then followed -the unfortunate period of 
papai rule set up by Charlemagne, who had 
invaded Italy, destroyed the Lombard xking- 
dom, and was proclaimed Emperor. He gave 
the temporal power to the Popes upon no 
other autbority than that of force and with- 
out the consent of the Italian people or the 
citizens of Rome. The Popes existed only by 
the will of Charlemagne, for he maintained 
them and controlled papal elections. 

From his time until the fifteenth century 
the history of Italy is but a history of the 
determined opposition of the Italian people 
to the papal political power, and it was not 
until after successive victories and defeats 
of the republic and banishments of the Popes 
that the latter at last succeeded in raising a 
political kingdom upon the ruins of the re- 
public’s old capital and of the political liber- 
ties of the Italian people. 

_ The modern history of the struggle of 
the Italian people to regain their ancient 
capital is well known and remembered. 
In 1798 the republic made another ef. 
fort, but the government of the Popes 
was restored until 1809, when Napoleon 
annexed the states of the church to Frarce 
and governed them by a commission. In 
1814 the papal maladministrauon was re- 
stored, but in 1848 the Italian people drove 


Pius IX. out ot Rome and Mazzini proclaimed 


the republic with Rome as the capital of 
united Italy. France attempted to reinstate 


the Pope by force of arms and was defeated 


drop.

In the face of indisputable facts the two 
continents have been called after the wrong 
man. If there is one event clearer than an- 
other in history it is the flrst discovery of 
the new world by Christopher Columbus in 
1492. We know beyond all question that 
this westera world was first revealed to his 
eyes, shat he spent much time in the West 
Indies, and that in a subsequent voyage he 
coasted along the shore of South America, 


‘though he died ignorant of the full extent 


and real nature of his great discovery, und 
still believing that these new lands were 
part of the India for which he had been 
searching. We know also beyond all ques- 
tion that Amerigo Vespucci was not with 
him oh either of these voyages, that the 
Spaviards were in the West Indies before he 
came over here, that Cabot had discovered 
Newfoundland and sailed along the North 
American coast all the way to Florida before 
his voyage of 1497—flve years after Colum- 
bus’ discovery—and that it is extremely 
doubtful whether he made the 1497 voyage at 
all, or had any share in discovering the con- 
tinent. 

But admitting that he was with the Col um- 
bus expedition, he was, according to his own 
statements, only conneéted with it in a sub- 
ordinate capacity, and the honor which he 
has enjoyed so long came to him by the 
chance work of a German geographer who 
erroneously put his utzme on the map, and 
other early map makers copied his mistake. 

Is it not time to remove this blunder and to 
restore the title to the right man? Is it not 
time to cease teaching school children that 
this continent is named America and this 
country the United States of America be- 


‘cause it was discovered by Amerigo Vespucci, 


when it was not? Why should we eulogize 
Amerigo when we mean Columbus? Why 
not end this fraud upon the country? If the 
Pan-American congress will do tardy justice 
to the memory and rights of Columbus by 
giving him the honor of which he has been 
robbed, by giving us North Columbia, Cen- 
tral Columbia, and South Columbia, the 
United States of Columbia, and the Colum- 
bian eagle, and not alone Columbia, the 
Gem of the Ocean.“ but Columbia in My 
Country, Tis of Thee,” and Hail Columbia, 
Happy Land,” and in every other national 
anthem- if the congress shall do noth- 
ing more than to correct this huge 
injustice it will be worth all that it 
may cost the country. It is the height 
of absurdity that we should longer bear an 
erroneous name and the height of injustice 
to the memory of the man we are about to 
celebrate that we should longer strip him 
of his well deserved honors. Let the 
congress correct this injustice so that the 
world’s fair of 1892 may be beid not in Cni- 
cago, United States of America, but in Chi- 
cago, United States of Columbia. 


ALD. DIXON’S PLAN ILLUSTRATED IN 
IOWA, 

The claim that the city of Chicago cannot 
lease waterworks from a private corporation, 
reserving aright to purchase, without vio- 
lating the provision of the state constitution 
limiting municipal indebtedness is effectual- 
ly disproved by the decisions of the lowa 
supreme court in a parallel case. The con- 
stitution of Iowa is like that of Illinois in 
putting a limit to municipal debts. Some 
years go the city of Burlington found it 
necessary to establish waterworks, but the 
debt of the municipality was already up to 
the amount vermitted by the constitution, 
and hence bonds could not be sold or money 
borrowed for the purpose. A way out of the 
difficulty was found by granting to private 
Capital the privilege of builaing the works, 
and by an unfortunate oversight the company 
Was authorized to operate and control the 
plant instead of leasing it to the city until 
such times as the city could pay for it. Bur- 
lington secured the desired waterworks, but 
the operation and controlof the system re- 
mained with the company, and the city has 
not been able to get the money to avail itself 
Of the right to purchase. In Chicago this 
difficulty would be avoided by having the 
waterworks leased to the city direct and 
put under its management from the begin- 
ning. 

It was contended in Burlington, as it is 
now in Chicago, that this method of securing 
waterworks through the agency of private 
capital and a private corporation was udcon- 
stitutional, but the matter was definitely set- 
tled by a decision of the supreme court fully 
sustaining the action of the city. The court 

could not see that in its arrangement with 
the company the city had added toits debt 


in any way or form. It had simply authorized 


the building of waterworks with private 
capital and reserved the right to buy the 
plant when it could secure the money and 
after giving @ year’s notice to the company. 
Unfortunately, however, Burlington permit- 
ted the company to get all the revenues from 
water, and:has had no chance to derive from 
water rates money to use in buying the 
plant.

Moody on Prohibition. 

Mr. Moody believes that every word of the 
Bibie is divinely inspired. While Brother Moody 
believes that every word in the scriptures is in- 
spired, and therefore binding on mankind, he 
uses the right of private judgment on all other 
subjects, and makes up his mind from facts as 
he sees them, and his powers of observation are 
gooa.

I believe in prohibition, but not in the third 
party.

If I could 
enact a prohibition law in Illinois tomorrow by 
turning over my hand I wouldn't tura it over, 
because I don’t believe the state is ripe for it. 
A prohibition law could not be enforced [in the

It is a pity that more of those who favor pro- 
hibition do not share Mr. Moody's cool common 
sense, and do not recognize the fact that it is 
public sentiment which enforces a sumptuary 
law and that a law does not enforce itself. Mr. 
Moody believes that a public temperance senti- 
ment shovld precede the law, and whenever he 
has a chunce he labors to create it, but he has 
not vet made the progress he deems necessary 
to justify a prohibitory law for large cities where 
the majority of the people are hostile to it.

There 
is usually a chairman, who acts as master of 
ceremonies. 

Beer is, of course, the principal drink. but 
young giris are fond of taxing port wine,“ 
a vile concoction which resembles the cheap- 
est fiery brandy made into a sweet, colored 
drink.

The Foremost Men of Boulangism Left 
Out in the Cold,

Paris, Oct. 7.~—Now that the results of 
Sunday’s ballottages are fully to hand it is 
possible to draw up the loss and gain sheet 
of the different parties. The monarchists 
are in the new chamber somewhat less nu- 
merous than they were in the last, which is 
the fruit Of their allegiance with Boulang- 
ism. Boulanger's partisans have some filty 
seats iu the Palais Bourbon in place of the 
twenty they oecupred previously, but many 


-of their foremost men—Rochefort, Vergoin, 


Turquet, and le brav general himseif—are 
left out in the cold. Boulanger, as 
a condemned criminal, dare not 
set foot in his native country.

Victory remains with the republicans. Still 


. far from having repaired the losses they suf - 


fered in 1885 they have lost several adai- 
tional seats, the radicals figurin 
most minently in the list of kill 
and isabled. The opportunists, gen- 
erally speaking, Maintain their former 
position, while the new chamber will inciude 
groups of about fifty moderate republicans 
representing the left center. Consequently 
the republic is solid and safe against any 
revision scheme by monarchists, im- 
verialists. or Boulangists, or all 
three parties concerned. Still the situation 
remains strained. Owing to party divisions 
the cabinet will be at the mercy of an alli 
ance between whe right and extreme left. 
The government can only hope to escape 
striking upon this rock by the formation of a 
strong group of constitutional conserva- 
tives. Such a group has not yet been 
formed and it impossible at  pres- 
ent to predict that such a group’ will be 
formed. itis within the range of possibility 
that a purely moderate cabinet may be 
formed, but at this juncture, at least, it 1s 
not probable. Three hundred and sixty-four 
republicans and 212 reactsuonaries—such is 
the definite composition of the chamber of 
deputies. They hoid the destiny of France in 
their hands forfour years, and nearly half 
the members of the new chamber are new 
men. 

Berry, Oct. 7.— The North German Gazetie, 
commenting upon the French elections, savs 
the attack upon the fundamental principles 
of the existing constitution of France may 
be considered as finaliy repulsed.

A BRITISH WAR VESSEL AGROUND. 


The Icarus Stranded Near Haquimault, B. 
C.—Rescee of a A e, Crow. 

Vioronta, B. C., Oct. 7.— [Special. — Wuile 
H. M. ships Icarus and Acorn were steam- 
ing to Esquimault from New Westminster, 
where they have been present at the agri- 
cultural exhibition, the Icarus ran aground 
on Mayne island, at the entrance to Plump- 
er's pass, Gulf of Georgia. The Acorn at- 
tached a line and attempted to pull her off, 
but the Icarus remainea fast. She is still 
aground today with a bad list. The naval 
authorities have sent assistance, and hope to 
float her successfully. 

The British bark Norcross has arrived 
from London, bringing Capt. Dunbar and 

rt of the crew of the American ship WIll- 
am Gillvry, which was abandoned in a sink- 
ing condition Aug. 7 in latitude 49° —— 
longitude 78° west. The McGillvry belon 
to Searsport, Me., and was bound from Pisa- 
gua, Peru, to New York with 1,700 tons of 
nitrate. She left Pisagua July 4, and sprang 
a leak July 26. The crew kept at the pumps 
with the ship sinking beneath them until 
the Norcross was sighted Aug. 7. The crew 
was transferred with the greatest difficulty. 


They numbered twenty-one sous. Eight of» 


them were afterwards taken off by the Brit- 
ish ship Indian Empire, bound for Iquique. 
The wreesed crew saved nothing, and were 
provided for bere by Consul Stevens.

Two Utah Saints Escape ® Term in Prison 
donn Teechnicality. 

Sar Lake, Utah, Oct. 7.— | Special. |—The 
Tucker-Edmunds law passed two years ago 
by Congress made adultery a crime in this 
territory. . Prior io that. time there was no 
such offense known to the law here. Under 
that law Bishop .Wilham H. Maughan of 
Wellsville and Charles K. Hall ot Morgan 
county were convicted and sentenced to im- 
prisonment. They were also sentenced for 
unlawful cobabitation with their polygamous 
wives. Recently the United States supreme 
court in another Utah case held that such 
proceedings were irregular and that convic- 
tion could be had for one crime but not for 
two growing out of the same act. U 
court held that it had no power to release 
the men once sentenced, and President Har- 
rison being appealed to Maughan and Hail 
were toddy pardoned. The men willbe re- 
leased from the penitentiary at once.

An Improved Phonograph. 

Those who have heard the. phonograph ‘“‘ talk”’ 
know how thin its tone is and how feéeeple its 
voice. As a matter of fact less than 30 per cent 
of the original volume of sound is returned to 
the ear. This is overcome to some extent by 
mechanical attachments. The ‘‘ magnifier,” a 
great hornlike soundingboard of metal, ampli- 
nes the sound reproduced. The earpiece guides 
all ot the sound waves returned directly to the 
eur. A machine has been recently devised, how- 
ever, which, constructed on different lines, dis- 
pensés with all such mechanical aids. The re- 
produced souna comes forth from the mouthpiece 
clear and ioud and with the original qualities of 
tone. Sixty per cent of the sound waves are re- 
produced now, and. later on, it is thought 80 per 
cent may be "utilized. Its inventor is Gianni 
Bettini, a wealthy Italian of this city, a lieuten- 
ant in the service of the King of Italy, and but 
eighteen months in this country. He calls his 
instrument. the micro-graphophone. A patent 
was issued for it in the middle of August.—Aew 
York Tienes.

They are ‘effects which 
have followed their causes since the world be- 
gan. And this sameness of effect, while it argues 
a certain cause, also argues a @meness of causes.

taches to them. This may be called accidental 
woe. But, in considering the woe that flows 
from the second source, men instinctively and 

tly blame those who take the lives of their 
low men, those who rob others, those who 
blast and ruin the lives of women: This ig-not 
accidental woe;. it flows from an evil source and 
ithasan evil cause. What that source, what 
cause, may be is now the question. As to 
that there are many theories, but they all are 
reducible to three. The first theory is that cor- 
ruption of necessity inheres in matter. Man is 
of matter; ergo, man is of necessity corrupt. 
This was the view of the. old Greek pbi- 
losophers. It long has away. A 
barbaric conception, it has now no advo- 
cates, The second theory is that dis- 
ease and every other form of woe are caused by 
departed spirits, who torment. those with whom 
they have dwelt. This idea of the savage has 
likewise passed away. The third theory is that 
of.the sacred scriptures. This teaches that 
human misery is caused by one supreme evii 
spirit, Who has associated with him myriads of 
lesser spirits. We hold to this theory. Why? 
First, because it 1s just as easy to believe in one 
supreme evil spirit as in any evil spirit what- 
ever, Secondly, because the theory is practically 
original with Jesus Christ, and he is responsible 
for it. Nothing could be more expligit than 
Christ's teaching in this matter. hirdly, be- 
cause Christ discriminated between evils, assign- 
some to the devil as the cause of causes; 
0 elsewhere. Fourthly, because Clirist 
knew about spiritual things as no modern philos- 
opher or physicist dares to say he knows. These 
are our reasons.

| THIS THE ATCHISON P. LAWYERS IN IGNORANCE, 


A SCHEME FORMULATED AND CER- MANY HAVE NOT HEARD OF THE 
TAIN TO BE AGREED UPON. “SHORT CAUSE CALENDAR.” 


The Purpose of the Act Is to Procure the 
Speedy Disposal of Cases in Which No 
Great Interests Are Involved— What the 
Jadges and Bait, Have to Say on the 
Snbject—Attorneys Should Read the 
New Law. 


At the last session of the legislature an act 
Known as the short cause calendar act” 
Was passed. Its purpose was to procure the 
speedy disposal of cases involving no serious 
interests and the hearing of which should 
occupy but a brief time. The act makes it 
the duty of the clerk of each court of record 
to prepare atrial calendar to be known as 
the short cause calendar,” to be made up of 
cases that will not occupy more than one 
hour’s ume in the hearing. Upon ten days’ 
notice to the defendant, his agent, or attorney, 

after the attorney for a plaintiff makes affi- 
davit that his cause will only occupy the 
time named in the hearing, the case must be 
placed on the calendar. 

This law went into effect last July. It went 
into practice in this circuit since the first 
Monday of September, and many attorveys— 
indeed more than half of them—do not appear 
to know of the existence of the law. Itis 
gradually becoming known, however, and 
the number of cases in the “short cause cal- 
endar”’ is appreciably increasing. 

Judge Julius S. Grinnell said yesterday: 

The law is an excellent one. The sort 
cause calendar’ works admirably. The only 
trouble seems to be that the attorneys do not 
seem to be all aware of the advantages of 
the law. I have had three short cause cal- 
endars’ already, and [have disposed ofa 
dozen cases or so each day. The cases are 
readily decided. They ars mostly for recov- 
ery of money, actions on promissory notes, 
and for bills of goods. In some cases there 
is hardly adefense. The litigants seemed to 
be satisfied with the disposition of the cases. 
The clerks, I would like to say, do their full 
duty in listing the causes. In my judgment 
the defendant ought to have the same right 
as the plaintiff to list his case in the ‘short’ 
calendar. Asitis now the act will tend 
greatiy to relieve the docket of the petty 
cases which cumber it.“ 

JUDGE CLIFFORD AND THE LAW. 

Judge Clifford, while well pleased with the 
law, was not so enthusiastic in its praise as 
Judge Grinnell. It worked well at first. 
But yesterday he got a case which occupied 
much more than an hour. There is a remedy | 
for this, however. The law provides that 
“if the trial of a case om the ‘short cause’ 
calendar shall occupy more than one hour's 
ume then the court may in its discretion stop 
the trial, take the case from the jury, and 
continue it, and the suit shall go to the foot 
of the docket, and shall not again be placed 
on the short cause’ calendar; and the plaiu- 
tiff shall forthwith pay all costs incurred to 
that time, and in default of payment the suit 
shall be dismissed at the plaintiff's costs.” 
Judge Clifford was disposed to avail himself 
of this provision of the law in the case before 
his *court yesterday, but he felt obliged to 

ve the new legislation full and fair scope. 

e heard out the case. He said: Of course 
it isa strong temptation to attorneys to ad- 
vance their cases, but after a time, when the 
practice is fully established, I don’t believe 
we will have any cause of complaint. 
We are disposed to give a iliberal 
interpretation as to the meaning of 
‘one hour’s time.’ The circuit judges have 
construed it to mean one hour for the presen- 
tation of a case, the time occupied in the | 
selection of a jury not being considered, and 
we will not draw the line closely at one hour 
either. Except in this case which I am now 
trying I have been well satisfied wita the 
working of the law, and lam inclined to 
think with the other judges that it will be of 
great advantage in expediting legisiation.” 

In Judge Hawes’ court a “short calender 
cause was on trial, and Mr. Allen C. Story 
was addressing the jury. It was the sixth 
case for the day, and it was then but 3 
o’clock. Mr. Story made the sbortest speech 
of his life, and the ‘case was given to 
the.jury just as the jury in another 
case came in and recorded a verdict of 
8182 for the plantifl. Judge Hawes 
could not spare ‘the time to explain 
the workings of the law or to express his 
opinions about it, but his bailiff was en- 
thusiastic. ** Just think of it.“ he said, six 
cases 80 far today. That will be about ten a 
day. Why, at this rate the courts can take 
a vacation for six months.” Ita rs that 
Judge Hawes and Judge Altgeld divided a 
„short“ calendar of twelve between them 
yesterday morning, got through with it, and 
adjourned early. 

WHAT JUDGE TUTHILL SAYS. 

J * Tuthill disposed of half a dozen 
cases Wruag the forenoon session and spent 
the afternoon poring over the drainage law 
and wrestiing with Mr. Harvey B. Hurd’s 
population charts and his Skokie cutoff ar- 
guments. Judge Tuthill was as enthusiastic 
over the law as Judge Grinnell. 

“TI could dispose of more cases this fore- 
noon, he said, if they were sent to me. 
The only complaint I had to make was about 
lack of work. I think the law 
1s a one, and I am sure that 
when it is better understood it wil 
be availed of toa greaterextent. In one of 
the cases before me the decision of the court 
was against the piaintiff on account of the 
error of his attorney. In another case it 
was for recovery of debt and the defense 
was technical and of no force. It was an ap- 
peal case from a justice court. The recovery 
of the debt was thus expedited by the new 
law. I think from what I have observed that 
we will have ‘short cause’ calendars every 
Monday to the great. benefit of the whole 
public.“ . 

Chief Bailiff Cahill of the law courts by 
his exertions greatly facilitates the operation 
of the law. The jurors are in readiness ai a 
moment’s notice to be called and examined. 
The court bailiffs are under instructions to 
have them on hand when a case is disposed 
of. If a jury is needed they are calied in. 
If one is not needed they are returned to tne 
waiting room. The arrangements are admira- 
ble in every respect. It shouid be added that 
the court clerks do their full duty. 

Judge Waterman is at present hearing a 
condemnation case which has occupied three 
weeks, and Judge Anthony has not yet re- 
turned from his vacation trip, otherwise two 
more courts would have been employed in 
hearing short calendar cases yesterday. 

Some of the judges criticise the law be- 
cause it is not definite enough in some of its 
provisions. The hour’s time of the act is not 
strictly defined, but the construction which 
the courts give that will meet the difficulty. 
It can also be amended in the next session of 
the legislature so as to give equal facilities 
to the defendants and piniutiffs. ~ 

At present it would pay Cook county to 
distribute copies of the law among the at- 
torneys. Some of them would not avail 
themselves of the law, because it might di- 
minish their importance in the eyes of their 
clients if they tried dcase in an hour. The 
honest ones would use it—and there is a 
large number of hohest attorneys at tne Chi- 
cago bar. ö 

It was a noticeable fact that many of the 
cases disposed of yesterday have stood on 
the court dockets for a year und a half. 
Some have appeared on the docket for nearly 
three years.

4 per cent. mortgage will probably be drawn 
for less than $160,000,000, with the right to in- 
crease for new mileage at a rate per mile for 
single track and arate per mile for double 
track. Theincome bonds will probably be 
limited to $80,000,000 at 5 per cent. The 
fixed charges, including taxes, will, by this 
plan, be less than $8,000,000, instead of, as at 
present, above $11,000,000, and the incomes 
will have a considerable value at the start 
and a prospect of being worth par in a few 
years with fair crops and fair railroad rates. 

“ The stockholders will be invited to sub- 
scribe to the new 4 per cent bonds witha 
bonus of incomes, but nothing like an assess- 
ment of any security is contemplated. If in 
sixty days the plan is not generally accepted 
the securityholders and creditors can seek 
their rights under the law, but the plan is so 
fair and just and has been so far nnanimous- 
ly indorsed that its hearty acceptance by all 
interest is expected. The largest security- 
holders of the company, so far as can sed, 
have expressed their approval of the plan. 
By it the property is saved expensive litiga- 
tion, syndicate profits, and bankers’ commis- 
sions, except so far as bonds not taken may 
be sold to other than stock or security bold- 
ers. Messrs. ring, un, and Rein- 
hart bave can the whole system to as- 
certain the value of every security and its 
equity in the property, and it is believed that 
the apportionment of the new securities will 
meet with general approval. Of course, 
trustees holding mortgage 7 ver cent bonds 
may not accept immediately a 4 per cent 
bond at 80 for their short time security, but 
businessmen probably will. Junior security 
hviders will get at least as good a lien upon 
present and future earnings as they have at 
present.“

Responsible Borrowers Get It at Six and 
Seven, Thougb—Manitoba Down. 

New Lokk, Oct. 7.—|Special.|—The ham- 
mering of sugar refineries and American cot- 
ton oil was renewed today. Sugar opened 114 
lower, and, under tremendous pressure, de- 
clined 13g further, but it recovered to within 
ot the opening figures. Transacwons in it 
amounted to nearly 45,000 shares. Cotton oil 
opened & lower, at 41, and in an instant 
was 40. Round this price about 40,000 
shares were taken, arresting the decline un- 
til afternoon. Then, on sale of 40,000 shares, 
it was jammed to 39, and tor the remainder 
of the day vibrated from 39 to 40. About 50,- 
000 shares were dealt in between those fig- 
ures, and the price was 39%. Call mone 
was bid up as high as 12 per cent on the stoc 
exchange for speculative effect, but responsi- 
ble borrowers easily supplied their wants at 
6 to 7 per cent, and toward the Close, balances 
were offered as low as 2 per cent. 

Atchison held strong round 30 the greater 

part of the day, but in the last half hour sold

“WILLY-WALLY” IN BERLIN, 


Difficulties of His Position—German Crit- 
icism of Harrison’s Consuls in Germany. 
The Paris Journal des Debats has received 

the following telegram from its Berlin corre- 

spondent: 

“The. new United States minister, Mr. 
Phelps, will find the situation somewhat 
Strained. Doubtless the differences between 
the German merchants and the United States 
coasul general, Mr. Edwards, do not concern 
him directly. He will not have to intervene | 
Officially, and be could not be blamed if the 
trouble continues and if the consulate does 
not evince any great desire to facilitate the 
commercial regulations between the two 
countries. The chancellor has no intention 
of tuking up the quarrel of his countrymen 
and he believes it needful to treat the U nited 
States government with caution. 

“But it appears that in the diplomatic 
circies of Berlin no satisfaction is feit with 
regard to the officials accredited to Germany 
by President Hurrison, who is blamed tor 
not having made a more careful choice of his 
representatives. Instead, it is asserted, of 
having sent to represent his government in 
Germany men who are au fait with German 
civilization ana in 8 with it, he has 
made a haphazard vhoice of politicians whose 
zeal in his cause he desired to reward, but 
who had no particular title to the honor of 
coming to Berlin.”

The price list for fancy crackers just adopt- 
ed by the combine is as follows: Autumn 
leaves at 12 cents r pound; baseball | 
cakes, 10 cents; iced fingers, 16 cents; lady- 
fingers, 16 cents; packed in pound boxes, pin- 
wheels, 10 cents. The price of animals per 
pound has not changed, but tue price of as- 
sorted cartwheels, 914 cents, is , cent higher 
than the average price before the combina- 
tion was made. A pound of daisies now costs 
16 cents; Mikados, of the lemon kind, 15 
cents; pink teas, 10 cents; snowballs, 16 

The bakers made a combination about 
seven’ years ago but itis said that many of 
them violated tneir agreement and frequent- 
ly sold at prices less than those upon, 
From time to time in the new association 
each firm deposits with the association’s 
treasurer a certain percentage of their aver- 
age yearly profit as a forfeit. The same 
amount of forfeit 1s not demanded of all the 
bakeries as it would be an injustice to the

Nearly 1,000 carloads of oats for the first two 
days of the week are enough to cause a further 
depression in prices, especially as the receipts of 


‘the future ure expected to be larger than those of 


the recent past, cribs in the country being re- 
ported full to overflowing. And the same is true 
of corn, at least in some sections. 

The receipts of barley are unusually large, 282 
cars being noted on the inspection list yesterday. 
And not a kernel of it graded No.2. An expert 
in the trade remarked that judging by qual- 
ity of what he saw at least 50 cars ought o have 
been passed into the speculative grade. He said 
the inspection is outrageously high. This and 
the using of some 60 per cent of corn by brewers 
whoa few years ago used none but pure bar- 
ley malt, has demoralized the bariey market, till 
it 1s only the ghost of its former self, and prices 
are away down to starvation figures for the pro- 
ducer. The result should be a decreased breadth 
sown to barley, but that it is difficult to find any 
other cereal the cultivation of which will pay 
much better.
